HE N any one is taken 
ill of a fever, it gene- 

rally begins with Cold- 


neſs, chillneſs, or ſhivering, a pain 
in the back, or head, or limbs, 
ſometimes in the ſtomach, and 
Heart itſelf, and then the whole 
nervous ſyſtem is diſordered; after 
the 
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the chillneſs, which ſometimes, is 
to the degree of ſhaking, a heat 
beyond the natural enſues, a lan- 
guor, ſuffocation or dejection of 
ſpirits, anxiety, laſſitude, with 
ſickneſs and wretching between 
whiles, faintings, fighings and 
ſometimes thirſt, and the pulſe 
more frequent than uſual. 

As ſome or all theſe complaints, 

ſhew themſelves with more or leſs 
rigour, the diſtemper may be ad- 
Judged to be more or leſs dange- 
rous: age and conſtitutions, and 
may other circumſtances being put 
into the Scale.

The cautions given in the fore- 
going chapter are ſufficient to vary 
the method by, in this ſtage of 
the diſtemper; but if it be a plain 
ſimple fever, the bez. miner. and 
Julep are entirely ſufficient, and I 
may truly ſay will never fail; if 
the vomit adminiſtred did not 
move downwards, and the paticnt 
has been ſeveral days coſtive, an 
emollient clyſter 1s very proper to 
give ſpeedy relief, and not to wait 
for the bezvar. and eled. lenitiv. 
which muſt be allow'd many hours 
to ſhew their effect, one after the

When the common time of a 
criſis draws nigh, vig. the four- 

teenth day, the ſymptoms in this 
ſort are often violent, as great 
thirſt, with black and dry lips and 
tongue, urine high colour d, vio- 
lent inquietude, delirium, catch- 
ings of the tendons, tremblings, 
with horrid countenance; in ſuch 
a condition the fame things are to 
be obſervd, only the Julep may 
have a ſmall quantity of cordial wa- 
ter added to it, as F ij. to a pint, 
and the raiſing cordials given with 
the bez. as crocus, caſtor, or the 
like; and, if convulſions are very 
bad, let the nervous medicines 


however be ſuch as heat the leaſt, 
as 
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as gum. ammon. vi ſc. querc. ſal 


ſuccin. for theſe rather incide than 
rarify. 

If, near the time of fourteen 
days, the pulſe falls, or trembles, 


or is uneven, although it be in a 


ſtrong, robuſt habit, they muſt be 
treated as the weak, which follows 
hereafter. 

It may be obſerv d, that in this 
conſtitution, the blood being ſo 
turgent, if the patient has neglect- 
ed drinking his Julep, or other ac- 
cident has happen d, or error in 
practice (which no man can always 
be exact to, even in his own me- 
thod) ſo that the Diſeaſe is conti - 
nu'd to the 16th or 18th day, it is 
ſafe to give a double or treble doſe 
of ſuch ſtimulators as cauſe the leaſt 
inflammation, to force nature as it 
were to diſcharges, ſuch are all the 
acrid neutral ſalts, as /a/ nitrum, 


' ammoniac. crudum, and ſal ſucci- 


ni alſo, which is a volatile pungent 
D 2 acid; 
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acid; and a bold puſh is ſo requi- 
fite ſometimes, that the habit will 
not be relieved from its cramps 
and obſtinate contractions any other 
way, eſpecially when a hot aroma- 
tick regimen has been us d, with 
drying teſtaceous powders, ec. to 
near the critical time. The bez. 
min. I have found to be the very 
beſt cooler, it giving a laſting 
wermth to the nerves, and ſo holds 
up the ſtrength of the pulſe, at 
the ſame time as it curbs the cir- 
culation, and promotes all the diſ- 
charges; and yet it may not be 
improper, in ſome caſes to ex- 
change it for the ſalts aforeſaid, 
eſpecially if the pulſe is turgent, 
the urine and pulſe being the ge- 
neral directors in rhis diſeaſe. Hav- 
ing many times ſeen all the ſtages 
of this diſtemper, and uſed this 
method in at leaſt a thouſand pa- 
tients, I aſſure my readers, that 
_ to the Very laſt, or dying 
* bi 4 ſtage 
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ſtage, it has been moſt ſucceſsful, 
only obſerving the precautions 
named.

The manner of treating febrile 
patients of the weak ſort. 


EVERS are too often at- 
tended with ſuch circumſtan- 
ces as render it very difficult to 
cure them ; as when they follow 
upon exceſſive Grief, the cauſe 
{till continuing on the mind ; 
exceſſive care, labour, ſtudy, or 
debauchery, whereby the mind 
and body are in a manner ex- 
hauſted. 

When theſe logs fall on the 
firgng habits, they are reduced to 


much 
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much the like ſtandard, as a ſim- 
ple fever would be to the weak, 
and ſuch we may have good hopes 
of: but if on the weak and tender, 
which we are now to ſpeak of, the 
skill of the beſt phyſician is but 
ſufficient with the beſt method and 
medicines. 

When a fever happens from ſuch 
cauſes in the ſtrong, or if a ſimple 
fever in the weak conſtitution, 
which well determine to treat af- 
ter the like method, and to deno- 
minate the weak, low or nervous 
fever; they are generally parch d, 
hot and dry to the touch, and af- 


ter a few days attended with black 


and dry tongue, tremors or catch- 
ings of the tendons, deliria and 
ſometimes ſtupor, numbnels, great 
depreſſion or ſinking of the ſpi- 
rits, ſighings, with a quick, weak, 
trembling or uneven pulſe, and 
the urine moſtly pale in colour 
without ſediment. A 
LITE allo . 
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are not very thirſty, or at leaſt 


don't call for drink, as in the for- 


mer caſe, and, when it is offèr'd 
them, are not ſo ready to drink a 
large draught. 
Let ſuch begin with a vomit, as 
in the other ſort, ch. 1. and then 
plentifully drink of the Julep made 
in the following manner.

quires ſuch raiſing aromaticks, more 
or det: : the confect. raleigh. to be 

preferr'd 
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preferr'd if coſtive, the 7herzaca 
if looſe ; in caſe of women who 
are hyſterical, caſtor, ſuccinum, 
valeriana, made into a bolus with 
the bezoar. are moſt proper; and 
ſo the articles may be varied to 
any other particular circumſtan- 
ces. 
Buch a treatment moſt common- 
ly brings, in a few hours, a general 
moiſture on the ſurface of the bo- 
dy, as well as on the tongue, quiet- 
neſs, the convulſions and delirium 
abate, the pulſe mends, the urine 
becomes citrine and ſubſides, and 
in two or three days the criſis is 
finiſh'd, by all the diſcharges; but 
not ſo ſpeedily in this as the other 
ſort, becauſe we are forc d to keep 
up the mixture of the blood with 
ſuch heaters. 

But let this be obſerv'd, that in 
the firſt three or four days there is 
little inconvenience, although the 
yep were without the aroma- 
ticks; 
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ticks; but, if ſweats don't ſpeedily 


come, and the urine mend in co- 


lour and ſubſidence, the warmers 


muſt carefully be adminiſtred. 
We need not here repeat the 


cautions given in ch. 1. to remedy 


the different ſymptoms which may 
happen; yet this muſt be always 
confider'd, that all medicines which 
relax and colliquate, or other reme- 
dies which tend that way, muſt be 
eſchewed. Thus the elect. linit. 
which is recommended to exhibit 
the hegoar. in, is not proper here, 
no not in caſe of coſtiveneſs, which 


is not in this caſe to be eſteemed 


detrimental: on the contrary, ſpi- 
rituous liquors, which are ſo high- 
ly detrimental there, may be here 
allowed to advantage, remember- 


ing always to balance the propor- 


tion of the raiſers and coolers 
to the degree of the inflamma- 
tion; for as, on the one hand, the 
fever will not go off before its fe- 

E „ 
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brile matter is ſeparated and fit to 


be diſcharged, and that, in com- 
mon putrid fevers, is not common- 
ly done in leſs than fourteen days, 
unleſs nature is aſſiſted : and we 
know none that do it ſo ſpeedily 
as volatile acids and bezoar. miner. 
yet, on the other hand, if theſe 
are not given with great prudence, 
and in proportion. to the ſtrength 
of the patient, the morbifick 
matter may be ſeparated indeed, 
and the inflammation taken off, 
but the conſtitution not being 
ſtrong enough to diſcharge it, the 
patient will fink under the load. 


So will ſpirituous cordials, aro- 


maticks, teſfaceous powders, Oc. 
keep up the mixture of the blood, 
and carry on the fever both in 
this weak ſort, and more eſpecial- 
ly m the ſtrong, not only to the 
common fourteenth day, but to 
the twentieth or thirtieth, accord- 

ing

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ing as many contingences are ma- 


naged. 
It is not then indian wich a 
ſpoonful of ſuccus limon. citri or 


granator. now and then, or a little 


acetum di/ill. in juleps, and thoſe 
given commonly with ſpirituous 
liquors, and but ſparingly, which 
will cure a bold, ſtrong fever, that 
may moſt certainly be cured in a 
bolder way, as I have mentioned ; 
and the ſame cooling febrifuge, aſ- 


liſted with bez. miner. the cordial 
aromaticks, nervous medicines, and 


other helps, which we ſhall men- 
tion hereafter, will moſt certain- 
ly cure this weaker and more dan- 
gerous ſort, guiding the patient 
with our coolers from off the pre- 
cipice of a long and rapid circu- 
lation, which generally exhauſts 


the very fountain of life along 


with the morbifick matter ; and 
with the raiſers mentioned, ſtimu- 
lating their nerves and fibres, ſuf- 
E 2 fict- 
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ficiently to diſcharge the morbid 
matter, when prudently ſeparated 
by our febrifuges. 


CHAP. IV. 


The method of treatment in the 
ſecond ſort of fevers after the 
ninth day is paſe. 


HEN theſe low fevers have 
| paſt the ninth day, no o- 
ther evacuation does well but vo- 
mitting. Bleeding, clyſters or pur- 
ges all fink the ſpirits; but, if 
there be any ſymptoms of the firſt 
paſſages being clogg d, or ſo relax d, 
that the aliments don t paſs them 
orderly, a vomit is proper ; and 
the urgent ſymptoms muſt be at- 
tended, by yarying the cordials, 
| aroma- 
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aromaticks, gc. with or without 
the bezoar. mineral. and the julep 
with or without the aromaticks, 
as the force of the pulſe and the 
height of the urine ſhall direct: 
and about this time diligent heed 
ſhould be given, whether the pa- 
tient can drink plentifully or not, 
and if he cannot, which too often 
happens, it is not to be expected 
the diluting method ſhould cure 
him, till he is aſſiſted in that re- 
ſpect: when therefore the ſpirits 
ſeem ſuffocated, and the patient 
cannot drink a moderate large 
draught of any liquor, let the julep 
be without the acid tincture, and 
made as follows, the bezoar. mine- 
ral. allo omitted.

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With this ſpirituous julep may 
be given a bolus every fix hours, 
with /al corn. cervi, from gr. v. to 
xx. as the degree of the dejection 
is: and inſtead of, or conjoin'd 
with, the juleps, wine mull'd with 
two parts water, with the uſual 
aromaticks, chicken-broth, and the 
nouriſhing liquids, are to be al- 
lowed. 

This method raiſes the pulſe,and 
the inclination and capacity to 
drink, and ſometimes, in theſe ca- 
ſes of depreſt ſpirits, bring ſweat 
and: very great relief; let them 
then drink as plentifully as poſſible 
of the liquors now preſcribd, or 
ſuch other; and by the fourteenth 
day nature does generally diſcharge 
herſelf, it ſhe is help'd judiciouſly, 
as the preſſing ſymptoms always 
direct; and for that purpoſe I need 
only mention the varying of the 
medicines, as heriaca, couffect. ra- 
leigb. clyſters, hyſtericks, pecto- 
| rals, 
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rals, &c. becauſe there are hints 
given lufficient in the other chap- 
ters how this 1s to be done ; but 
this difference muſt be ſtrictly 
minded, that in this ſort all the 
neutraline and acid ſalts, as Fart. 
vitriolat. ſal febrifug. ſal poly- 
creſt. ſal nitri, ammoniac. crud. 
or ſal ab ſinth. and ſucc. limon. 
muſt not be touchd here, but 
deemd as poiſon; and for the 
ſame reaſon there muſt be no jum- 
ble of any volatile alkalies given 
at the ſame time with the bez. min. 
or acid julep, as /p. corn. cerv. ſal 
corn. cerv. ſal volat. oleoſ. &c. nor 
yet the fixtalkalies, as teſtaceous 
powders ; neither is bleeding to 
be borne, nor clyſters often given, 
although coſtive ; theſe things re- 

lax the fibres, and colliquate the 
_ ſpirits. 

The ſymptoms aforenam'd may 
however be moderated by ſome to- 
pical remedies, ſuch are bliſters ap- . 


ply d 
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ply'd to any part of the body at 
diſcretion ; plaiſters to the feet of 
empl. cephal. c. euphorb. and galba- 
num 4. a plaiſter to the ſtomach of 
empl. lomach. a pultice of garlick, 
rue and lard, apply d to the feet, 
| raiſes very ſpeedily. Such as theſe 
may be usd. 

It is not a mean degree of 
medicinal knowledge and expe- 
rience, which is required to be- 
come a maſter of this critical point, 
I mean, to underſtand what pro- 
portion of raiſers and coolers to 
give in this ſtage of the low fe- 
vers; nevertheleſs, I am well aſ⸗ 
fared, how difficult ſever it is, that 
a diligent and curious obſerver in 
a.confiderable degree of practice, 
and well qualify d with natural 
knowledge, may arrive to a certain 
method. 

Il about the ninth day the ſymp- 
toms don't mend, or if the patient 


firſt” calls for help at that time, 
with

with thoſe ſymptoms mention d 
upon him, it is with caution that 
any of the coolers muſt be us d: 

before this time they may with 
ſafety, the other raiſers being in- 
termix'd, as directed: but, in this 
low kind, nature by this time be- 
gins to de ſo far confounded, that 
a ſmall matter improperly done 
dejects her quite; and therefore 
the coolers, which are ſo proper to 
the very time of a common criſis 
in the other ſort, are hardly at all 
to be given after the ninth day in 
this. One of the worſt ſymptoms 
of her decay is the hickups and 
pain at ſtomach; when choſe firſt 
appear, let all the raifers mention'd 
be us'd, eſpecially thoſe which have 
ſomewhat anodyne commixt, as he- 
riac. mithrid, &c. which two.have 
ſuch a quantity of fœtid gums, na- 
tural balſams, and hot aromatichs, 
of almoſt every quality, in their 


compoſition, they ſeem to anſwer 
F all 
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all that the vegetable kingdom can 
do for us in this nice point: but 
if the animal odorata were here 
added, as mo/chus and zibethum, 
they would undoubtedly afliſt ; and, 
in cafe of hyſterical women, am- 
ora greſea. A mixture, for ex-

But if the fon :blenly; or the 
bowels exceedingly relaxed, let the 
confection be the thicker, and an 
ounce of /{pzr. vin. galic. added to 
it: let this clyſter be eſteemd 
in ſuch caſes, whether in a fever 
or not, far ſurpaſſing all the re- 
ſtringents n 
Ass this clyſter mentis a uit 
ble mucage to the inferior paſſages, 
the bal/. lucatelli does ſome what 
like it to the ſuperior; ſo that, 
it is proper to mix it with the 
ſuitable raiſers, to guard againſt 
this very hurtful ſymptom in 
this low fever. But, if the time 
of a criſis is near, and: ſigns of ſe- 
paration do but begin to appear, 
I adviſe the ſame bolus with rhu- 
barb, as in the high fever. All 
the good women know how to. 
F 2 make. 


make ſtarch, that which is to be in- 
jected per ſe, is to be much about 
the conſiſtence of their more li- 
quid ſort, and that commixt with 
brandy, their thicker ſort. 
If all theſe raiſers, with the ve- 
ſicatories, ſuppedalia, c. don't 
bring ſome evident ſigns of relief, 
in the urine and pulſe, by the 
fourteenth day, let a doſe or two 
of cinabar of antimony be given 
from xv. to xxx. grains, every fix 
hours; alſo calomel given from 
gr. vj. to xij. and, if it dont paſs off 
in nine hours, a gentle doſe of rhu- 
barb to move it downwards. Ei- 
ther of theſe two will aſſiſt, when 
the caſe ſeems to be ſet, and very 
obſtinate, as if nature were at a 
ſtand, and could neither free her- 
ſelf by any of the emunctories, nor 
yet would ſuffer herſelf to be quite 
overcome. 

The chief difficulty i in the cure 
of fevers falls out in this low fort; 
. he the 
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the ſtrong high fevers want only 
a proper cooler, ſueh as is our Fe- 
; brifuge Julep, to retard the cir- 
| culatlon, and the rarifaction of 
the blood ceaſes; the retain d ſu- 
perfluities, however now chang d 
by circulation, are then ſeparated, 
or coagulated in the blood, and fit 
to be diſcharg'd; part of: which 
goes off immediately by ſweat, and 
the habit throws off the reſt as ſhe 
is able: but, in the low ſort, be- 
ſides that, we muſt cool, to abate 
the velocity of the blood, eſpeci- 
ally in the former part of the 
time; ſtimulators alſo muſt be us d 
to raiſe its force, elſe, when the 
circulation is curb'd, and the mor-. 
bifick matter curdled (if I may be 
allow'd this word) in the maſs of 
blood, the impetus being weak, 
and fibres relax d, the ſediment o- 
verwhelms nature, as ſurely, al- 
though after a different manner, 
as when fourteen days violent cir- 
cula- 
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culation has dry d up, as it were, 
the nervous fluid; that, if the pec- 

cant matter is really diſcharg d, 
they yet cannot expand themſelves 
any longer to ſupport life. 
But if thoſe rarifiers are given 
with the coolers, and the other 
helps us d, I have found theſe diffi- 


other; although perhaps the diff- 
culty I haye to relate the method 
may force me to leave it inſuffici- 
ently expreſs d. 
The beſt mailer, which alſo cools, 
is bezoar. mineral. the beſt, which 
alſo heat, (as they all do in general) 
are cinab. antim, and the fœtid 
«gums, as afſafetida, ſagapenum, 
galbanum; next the natural bal- 
ſams, and then the vegetable aro-

CHAP. V. 
How patients are to be manag 2 
po the. ſever's going F. 


FTER theſe two different 
ways may the moſt deſperate 
jovars be curd, which have been 
ſeen in London fince the laſt great 
plague, attended with thoſe” vio- 
lent ſymptoms before mention d, 
and purple ſpots, inflam'd tumours, 
ſore 'throats, gc. which have 
made great deſtruction this year, 
1729. The only difficulty 1 is, to 
deliberate ſo prudently, as to 
vary the medicines mention'd to 
the variety of the caſe, which per- 
nt hapg 


3 
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haps is eaſier to preſcribe in a cloſet; 
than ina patient's chamber. What 
remains farther is to continue only 
the method, till, by the pulſe and 
urine, there are ſufficient tokens 
that nature 1s more at liberty, and 
the febrile matter in a conſiderable 
degree diſcharg'd; then' let him 
take a gentle cathartick, as rhu- 
barb, which ſtill furthers the ſepa- 
ration, leaving him to kitchen phy- 
ſick for one, two or three days 
more, and then a purge may be gi- 
ven of ſuch ſort as ſuits the pre- 
ſent circumſtances, only to be gen- 
tle at firſt; and that being repeat- 
ed every third or fourth day, for 
four or five times, 1s ſufficient : at- 
ter which let me adviſe all to take 
ſome ſtrengthning bitter twice a 
day for a week, two or three, with 
— lighter chalybeats; ; eſpecially 
if the fever was determin d by a 
ſudden criſis, before the uſual time 

£ fourteen days; for then I have, 
e in 
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that this method does in the for- 


J 
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in many examples, obſerved the 
fever apt to return again with 
ſmaller occaſions, than in others 
who have had a fever otherways 
treated; which, the Reader may 
be pleas'd to obſerve, is the only 
one inconvenience attending the 
cooling method, that I know of. 
And well worth that hazard I think 
it is, to have the hazard of death 
ſuddenly approaching, taken away; 
for, at the worſt, we have now a 
chronical diſtemper only to deal 
with, which, by the purge and bit- 
ters, nature will ſoon extirpate, 
without any hazard : but a four- 
teen days criſis comes, at the beſt, 
with the hazard of about two. to 


one againſt the patient; at leaſt it 


has done ſo for theſe laſt two or 


three years. 
It is not ther efore pretended, 


: 
mer conſtitutions perfectly cure fe- 


Nd. ſo „eng nature, that ſhe 
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diſcharges all the febrile matter, 
and is {et at entire liberty, as in a 
natural fourteen days criſis, which 
the latter ſort often advance to; 

this is ſtill left for a higher and 
more perfect diſcovery. 

If we can here precipitate the 
febfile matter, and even leave part 
of it upon the habit and conſtitu- 
tion, we do as much as the cortex 
peru in the intermittents ; and as 
much more, as our continuals do 
more fuddenly, and more danger- 
ouſly threaten life. 

Let the patients allow them- 
ſelves alſo eaſe and reſt upon their 
firſt recovery, till, by the purging, 
bitters, ec. the conſtitution has 
more pertealy diſchargd itſelf; 

_ elf, if, being fo ſpeedily cur d, 
they ſhould think little ail d them, 
and go about to bufineſs and fa- 
tigue too ſoon, which too often 
Happe as (their ſtrength by a ſpeedy 
Cure being little hurt) the remain- 
ing 
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ing undiſchargd febrile matter 
may again irritate the blood to 
another fever, which then will na- 
turally be more difficult to cure, 
than the former, ſtrength now being 
ſome what ſpent, the nerves will re- 
quire ſtronger fillips, which ought 
to be obſery x. 
I haye had divers examples of 
theſe patients, who being ſpeedil 
rehev d as ſpeedily return d to buff 
neſs, and in ſix or eight days have 
had their fever return, they and 
their acquaintance ſlighting the 
diſtemper, becauſe it was ſo ſpee- 
dily remoy d, and I was content to 
ſhare the ſame fate, it being ſo na- 
tural for perſons, unexperienc d in 
diſtempers, to think a beginning 
fever, when ſoon diſcharg d, only 
à common cold. And that phy- 
ſician who is call d early to his pa- 
tients, who will not practice this 
method when he finds it right, 
purely for the love of his patient 
* G 2 1 
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and righteouſneſs fake, ſhall never 

do it a elf- lover, for he II gain no 
applauſe. 

The fever being once el 
and the common ſigns of health 
reſtored, let not any one fear the 
conſequence, or that 1 do hide in 
filence any evils which naturally 
attend my method. I write to 
ſerve mankind; I expect as little 
applauſe from writing, as I have 
had from the Practiſing the me- 
thod, which never amounted to 
any thing but when 1 came late; 
or was employed after i other Apo- 
thecaries had been ſeveral days 
concernd, and among the ordina- 
ry people this hath often happen d, 
and as remember alwa -fcceſeful, 

1 know of no ill conſequence but 
what I have mentioned, viz. That 
the diſtemper is not ſo entirely 
diſcharg d as by a 14 days Criſis; 
and therefore the patient 1s apt to 
have i return without proper wy, 

an 
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and they are not ſo entirely healthy, 
and apt to grow robuſt; but with 
the common evacutions, bitters, 
and the accuſtomed methods of 
treating chronical diforders, no pa- 
tient of mine ever ſuffer d any far- 


ther, or fell into any difficulty, or 
I ſhould mention it. 
Thus I have gone through tlie 


ſeveral - ſtages of this diſtemper 


with my new method, in as brief 


a manner as the nature of the thing 
will bear, purpoſely omitting to 
ſpeak of any other circumſtances, 
but ſuch as are affected with the 
difference between this and the 
common methods. 


Let not any therefore, who are 


une xperienc'd in the art of phyfick, 
expect that my new Febrifuge, with 
this method of adminiſtring it, is 
ſufficient to inſtruct them to cure 
fevers: the violence of that diſ- 
temper, join d with the infinite va- 
riety of conſtitutions and ſymp- 


toms, 
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toms, are ſufficient to employ the 
moſt ſagacious head, though culti- 
 yated with all the erudition neceſ- 
fary to accompliſh a Doctor in the 
art of phytick : and were the me- 
dicines and method of adminiſtring 
them here given, the very beſt the - 
world yet knows, and even infalli- 
ble in themſelves, I am too fully 
convinc d what knowledge and ex- 
perience, in nature and diſtempers, 
is requir d to make em tolerably 
cCertam. 1 : 
It is here only meant to hint to 
.men of art, the general form of a 
certain method; and ſuch do un- 
derſtand better how to ſuit the 
common ſpecificks really, agreea- 
ble to every particular ſymptom, 
than 1 will preſume to dictate: 
thus, proper gargles, for inflam d 
mouth and throat; camphire with 
- emulſions, to relieve the ſtrangu- 
ry; cephalick ſnuffs, to ſhake the 
. Nerves in comas; and many 1 
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of the like nature are here left in 


filence. Our method indeed fo 
fpeedily allays the grand confuſion, 


and ftops as it were the fountain of 


thofe maladies, that here is not 


much occafton for inſtruction in 


ſuch caſes, even to the very igno- 
rant: for, I don't remember, that 
any of thoſe violent ſymptoms have 
riſen in the courſe of our manner 


of treatment, which give the com- 


mon appellation of malignant to 


fevers; and therefore I can hardly 


think a method in fevers worth 
reading over, which does not at 
leaſt that far aſſiſt nature; much 
lefs time would I beſtow on ſuch, 
which rather diſturb or confuſe 
her, more than ſhe would be 
if left alone to her own fingle 
efforts. 6 0 

It is a very great advantage to 
the method deliver'd, that when a 


phyfician is call'd late to his pa- 


tient, and finds him almoſt ſpent,

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WM and even terribly loaded with ma- 


*Hignant ſymptoms. This method, 
aſthough ſo. ſhort, . preſently af: 
ſuages the tumult, abates the ſymp- 
toms, and really makes it uſeleſs 
to me eyen to name the horrid ca- 
Falogue., 

It is alſo uſeleſs to criticize u pon 
the ſorts of tevers. The authors, 
who are moſt curious in deſcribing 
their Ephemera, Synochus, Febris 
putridus, Peſtilence, and many o- 
thers, did not know it was poſſible 
to bring an Ephemera to a criſis in 
12 hours, a Synochus in 24, a Fe- 
Þbris putridus in the ſame time, and 
ſo on. All continual fevers of what- 
ſoever ſort or period, which have 
fallen into common practice in Lon- 
don ſince the year 1707, are truly 
diſcharged in the manner here de- 
liver'd, be the very cauſe alſo of 
thoſe fevers whatever it may hap- 
pen; for 1 have fully obſerv d, 


chat patients who have brought 
on 


on their fevers by drinking cold 
water when they were hot, have, 
however been as naturally cured 
with our cold water acidulated; 
and the ſame in thoſe who have 
drank too liberally of punch. 

A fever is a general inflamma- 
tion, ſuppoſe this to be cauſed by 
too rapid a circulation, and that to 
be cauſed by ſomewhat retain d 
which ſhould be diſcharged. If 
now the human frame is ſound, 
take off the inflammation, and the 
work is done; nature herſelf will 
then expel her enemy, in more or 
leſs time, as the morbid matter 
is framed for expulſions, which in 
different ſeaſons and conſtitutions 
of air is different, and cauſes in us 
different ſorts of fevers. If not 
ſound, ſne muſt be ſupported on the 

deficient fide, and then the ſame 
work is to be done. 

This, I think, holds the ſame 
in all continu d fevers. I have, at 
e leaſt, 
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lak, found it ſo in ſixteen years 
experience, and whether I reaſon 
. found, or not, the thing is true. 

Laftly, that I may be the bet- 
ter underſtood, in applying theſe 
medicines in fevers, and may in- 
form others how far I have prov'd 
this method to be ſerviceable in 
other feveriſn diftempers, as alſo 
what effects the uſual, as well as 
my own, Febrifuges have; I ſhall 
now give an account of real events, 
which generally fall out the ſame 
in practice, and which have not 
been punctually enough obſerv d hi- 
therto by any that L have met with; 

and firſt let us begin with the Re: 
gimen, then with Di/tempers, and 
laſt! y with Medicines.

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| Some practical obſervations on the

I Outhe REGIMEN. 


I. TXT HEN the inflammation 
; is great, the cooling Ju- 
lep muft be taken in proportion; 
in this caſe there is no danger of 

diluting too largely with it, in any 

ſtage of the fever; if a criſis be 
brought on in twelve hours, ſo 
much the better; ſpirituous li- 
quors of every ſort are to be a- 
4 voided. þ 
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II. But if the inflammation be 
moderate, the ſtrength low, and the 
ſpirits weak, that liquor ſhould be 
us d more ſparingly, and not with- 
out the bez. min. aromatick cordi- 
als, and a little of. the ſpirituous 
waters with it; and near the criſis, 
the ſpirituous cordials, aromaticks, 
fetid:gums, volatile ſalts, and bliſ- 
ters more freely. 


III. All diſcharges which come 
ſpontaneouſly, except vomiting, are 
in the firſt ſort to be entirely neg- 
lected; tho they ſeem violent, their 
violence will ſoon abate, as the hur- 
ry is appeas d; but in the latter ſort 
to be moderated with care. 


IV. All the ſymptoms, which 
direct ſo plainly what to do, are to 
be moderated by the known rules; 
ſo the pthiſical may be aſſiſted with 
peRorals, the hyſterick with 2 
1 e 3 tia 
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tid cordials, the peripneumonick 


with nitre, oil, Sc. keeping always 


to the general method; and, as 
the caſe. may ſhift from the latter 
to the former ſort deſcrib'd, the 
method 1s to be chang'd likewiſe. 


V. If the fever inclines to inter- 
mit, or but only. remit, this cool- 
ing method brings it to do ſo niore 
regularly, but the hot method 
keeps it continual; in ſuch caſes be 
more free to uſe evacuation by cly- 
ſters, catharticks, bleeding, or e- 


meticks, and the diſtemper will 


either be diſcharg d by thoſe, or 
regularly intermit, and be cur'd

VI. When the tine of the ciifis 


is paſt, and is imperfect, or the 


ſigns of ſeparation but hardly ap- 
pear, let a medicine be given which 


will force ſome diſcharge, and let

vitriol. and all the cooling purga- 
tives ſuit the former ſtrong fever;

I. 0 DISTEMPERS. 


HE ſmall-pox is a conti- 
nud fever, but being of 
that ſort in which nature has de- 
termin d her manner of deliverance, 
vir. by the eruptions ſuppurating, 
me muſt be allow d to proceed to 
her fourteen days criſis; excepting 
this, the ſame regulations are pro- 
Per in the courſe of the diſtemper, 
as in common putrid fevers, to 
keep the body in due temper, and 
prevent the bad conſequences of 
too violent an inflammation, and 
the known expectorators, gargles, 
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c. to be us d at diſcretion ; for 
which ſervice the bezoar. mine- 
ral. excels, And if this diſtem- 
per, 1s complicated with much 
the like variety of ſymptoms, 
which are degrees of other diſtem- 
pers, in ſuch a manner as common 
fevers are, which I conceive to hap- 
pen very often, no doubt, but the 
like treatment and variations are 
reaſonable; but, as I confine myſelf 
to facts and not reaſoning, I can- 
not give any great things done in 
this difficult diſtemper, * 


II. The meaſles are a continu'd 
fever, but being an eruptive one, 
and, they not coming to ſuppurati- 
on, I never durſt try much of the 
coolers here; the little I have ad- 
ventur'd on has been ſerviceable. 


III. The plague is the higheſt 
continu'd fever, and has eruptions 
which ſuppurate not, and tumors 
4 which 
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which do; and is attended with 
ſuch violent inflammation, that 1 
ſhould think no other method could 
be ſerviceable, but a conjunction of 
the cooling acids and heating aro- 
maticks; and here perhaps bleed- 
ing may be proper: however, as 
nature has determind her manner 
of diſcharge, a ſudden criſis muſt 
not be expected. | 


IV. Other fevers have their de- 
nominations from the ſymproms 
which concern moſt, as the pleuri- 
ſy, from the pleura being inflam'd ; 
peripneumony, from the lungs; eri- 
_ fipelas, from its ſpreading on the 
skin: theſe have all determin'd 
manners of diſcharges, and. ſo muſt 
be attended on to the uſual time; 
but are excellently moderated and 
kept ſafe by our method, the pro- 
per ſpecificks being us d to each; 
as to the pleuriſy nitre, to the 
lungs oil, and to the skin ungu- 


ents, oc. It 
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It is worth obſerving, that, in 


in theſe caſes, and in the ſmall-pox, 
there may be a different treatment 
uſed, to that in putrid common fe- 


vers. [ mean that neutral ſalts, and 


mixture of acid and alkalies toge- 
ther are here ſucceſsful, and the 


reaſon is obvious; for when a tu- 
mour or abſceſs is formed, coolers, 


and even relaxers, cannot deject 
the circulation over much, becauſe 


of the local fund which will conti- 


nually ſupport it. Coolers there- 
fore are moſt likely to lead the 
habit to an orderly ſuppuration 
and diſcharge of the collected mat- 
ter; and ſo in the plague itſelf, 
muſt undoubtedly be of the Sun 


eſt conſequence. 


V. Symptomatick fevers are ab- 
ſolutely taken off by our method, 
and, tho' I conceive every fever to 
be only the ſymptom of obſtructi- 


ans, 1 mean here ſuch as have an

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original diſeaſe, as mortification, 
great falls, bruiſes, Sc. and in 
ſuch caſes the diſorder muſt be re- 
gulated, or it can't be expected the 
patient ſhould recover. 


VI. Fevers which happen when 


women are with-child, and in their 


lying- in, are cur'd as ſafe as the o- 
thers with our method, the known 
ſpecificks in the latter caſe being 
us d along with it, as Caſe ix. and 
Pref. p- 9. 


VII. The cholera morbus is a 
— fever, which diſcharges 
itſelf by vomit and ſtool, and ſo is 
oſten a dyſenteria; in the former 
our method is abſolutely to be ob- 
ſerv d, for, as I apprehend, the 
cholera morbus to differ from other 
ſevers no otherways, but as the con- 
ſtitution takes a turn to eaſe itfelf 
by the bowels, and that cauſes all 
an contents of thoſe innumerable 
a oe 1 canals 
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canals to become acrid, and erode 
the natural mucus from off the 
bowels; ſo that their periſtaltick 
motion is confus d by theiinflamma- 
tion; therefore all the heaters or 
ſtimulators muſt conſequently in- 
creaſe the diſorder, and endanger 
mortification, ſo muſt aſtringents; 
but our cooling contracting acids 
abate both cauſe and effect, and in- 
cline the habit to the other diſ- 
charges, ſo with the lubricating 
apozems, emulſions and linctus's, gi- 
ven to ſupply the deſtroy d ſlippery 
lining of the inteſtines, we have a 
ſpeedy cure. But if any ſpecifick 
is yet known for the ſymptoms of 
this diſtemper, I think it is the /a/ 
ah ſint h. and ſuccus limon. the e-

VIII. Hectick en hap ber rec- 
kon d among the continual ones, and 
St _ they 
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they have the ſame diſtinction of 
nervous and inflammatory, and to be 
treated accordingly; ſo when the 
hlectick proceeds from inflam d tu- 
mours in the lungs, liver, meſen- 
tery, or any other part, for ſuch 
often happen in every part with- 
out exception, or, if from a gene- 
ral inflammation of the blood, 
when no particular part is more 
diſorder d than other; then the 
ſpirituous febrifuge is a ſovereign 
remedy, or the ſame tinctur d with 
the aromaticks, if there is any ten- 
dency towards dejections; obſerv- 
ing to uſe it to cool and corrobo- 
rate, joining pectorals, anodynes, 
ſtomachicks, Oc. with it, as the 
ſymptoms direct; if the hectick 
has any conſiderable conſtipation 
of lungs, kidneys, bowels, Oc. 
nitre and its preparations [relieve * 
them; but, if it is a nervous 
hectick, the tinctura febrif. muſt 
be given to cool, but the warm-

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ing gums, balſams, or aromatick 
pectorals joined, according as the 


fymptoms indicate, allowing wine, 
meat, and other cordials to ſup- 


port ſpirits, and, if attended with 
great relaxation, the bark is here 


a ſpecifick; however, as this fever 


has not (in my way of thinking) 
a real fermentation with it, ſo nei- 
ther does it tend to a deſpumation, 
(nor the tumours often to ſuppu-

Our febrifuge, in either of theſe 
caſes, has its excellence, in that it 
Tools without doing that i injury to 
the ſtomach and nerves, which o- 
ther coolers do in general; and, 
as a hectick would, generally ſpeak- 
ing, be a long while before it 
could be eradicated, if it was to 
be battled in the manner as it 
-firſt aroſe; firſt by the remote, 
then the proximate cauſe, then by 
the primary, and afterwards the 
ſecundary effects: Therefore, I 
conceive it highly neceſſary to uſe

This invited me to try it 
in the leproſy itſelf, which I did 
with great ſucceſs; and all that I have 
laid of it, is o quietly and gently 
done, that altho I foreſee there will 
but very few give it ſufficient trial, 
to prove the veracity of what I re- 
late, yet, I cannot be juſt to ſo 
noble a medicine, unleſs 7 tell what 
I moſt certainly know are its real

VII. The r Re re- 
frigerates moſt powerfully, and the 
quantity of cooling liquor, it is gi- 
ven in, ſinks or lowers the pulle ; 
but, being made of two of the 
warmer, and « one of the contraQ- 


ing 


Nee penetrating, and gently 
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ing ſort of acids; and they ſo de- 


purated from their fæces, and 
made moſt volatile and penetrating 
with the ſubtile vegetable ſulphur, 
it never damages the ſtomach, as 


fixt acids and water would do; but 


is at once moſt gratefully cooling, 


ntracting; worthy of the higheſt 


notice in fevers: that which is tinc- 


tur'd with aromaticks, is ſuitable 


to the low weak ſort of fevers, and 


that which is without em, to the. 


ſtrong high ſort. 


I ſtudy brevity, and avoid prolix 


arguments. I rather chuſe to give 
a hiſtoryt of what I know medi- 


cines will do; but, as I am prompt- 


ed to enlarge on this febrifuge, I 
then ſay, the ol. vitrioli, ſalis, nitri, 


ſulphuris, or aluminis, which are 


the common mineral acids, are too 


heavy and flat in their natural 
ſtate, too unactive to go through. 
the firſt paſſages into the blood,

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and there alter ſpeedily its ſtate, 
and the texture of the fibres; they 
are all of them cooling enough to 
ſeparate its mixture, which I take 
to be the cauſe of the rapid circu- 
lation, and to cool the fibres ſuf- 
ficiently, to take away the effect of 
it, and aſtringent enough are the 
Vvitriol and alum to recover their 
tenfity ; but the reaſon why they 
do not relieve ſo readily, as the 
febrifuge, I take to conſiſt in their 
ſluggiſhneſs and gravity : if they 
were volatilized with /p. uini, then 
called dulci, as ſp. vitrioli dulcis, 
they would be vaſtly preferable ; 


— 


and ſome of the moſt, eminent 


phyſicians have much uſed theſe, 
and recommended them; but ſtill 
I don t find, that any of them come 
up to this mixture of the febrifuge, 
nor have I ever ſeen a full and libe- 
ral uſe of any of them, in the prac- 
tice of any of our London phyſicians. 
The famous Dr. Sydenham uſed the

3 crude 
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crude ſp. vitrioli, the crude ſucc. 
limon. & acetum, and pretty free- 
ly too; but theſe would not do 
what we here pretend to; they ſo 
far cooled and corroborated, as to 
make the method the ſafer, but 
would not cure much ſooner than 
ordinary, and, without due caution, 
would damp the firſt digeſtion too 
much, and bring terrible ſymp- 
toms. If then any have uſed the 
volatilized acids quite freely, to be 


competent judges what they will 


do in fevers, they have ill deſerv- 
ed of the publick, if they knew 
them to be as ſpeedy, and as cer- 
tain a cure, as 1 do my febrifuge, 
and yet have ſaid nothing on it. 
Suppoſing, however, that the vo- 
latile acids are, ſeparately, very 
excellent in fevers, they are very 
different in nature, and require a 
good judge to diſtinguiſh when to 
adminiſter one, and when the o- 
ther; for inſtance,

Cooling, but neither pungent, 
aſtringent, ſtimulating, atte- 
nuating, nor relaxing, but 
unctuous in ſome degree, and 
therefore the moſt Ample of 
all mineral acids. 


Theſe may be uſed in chronical 
diſorders to the purpoſes J here 
mention, but no one of them ſeem 
to me adapted to the cure of fe- 
vers, the vitriol comes the near- 
>, the ſalt next, and then = 

ul- 
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ſulphur ; cooling and contracting 
are the two grand qualities, I ſup- 
poſe, the febrifuge gives ſo much 
relief by; but theſe, I conceive, 
are not ſo perfect when ſimply fo, 
as in /p. vitrioli dulc. as they are 
when complicated with: the ſtimu- 
lating nature of the ſalt, and the 
mollifying quality of the {ulphur. 
The ſulphur wont corrode a linnen 
rag, as all the other mineral acids 
do, and this ſoftneſs of the ſulphur 
ſeems to me proper to invelope 


the other, which are ſo eroding: 


vet this is not all, for, in the mix- 
ing of theſe three, there is a great 
efferveſcence, which rarifies and ſub- 
tilizes one another fo, that I rec- 
kon we have them all more pure 
and more active, by their parts be- 
ing more finely divided. The oili- 


| neſs of the /p. vinz in dulcifying 


theſe acid ſpirits, does what I ſpeak 
on in the caſe of ſulphur, a dry 
{ſpirit being only water filld with, 
the 
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the oilineſs of a vegetable, till it will 
burn all away. Theſe acids are, in 
my opinion, very clumzy medicines, 
until they are thus carry d up with 
vegetable fulphurs, but, when ſo 
prepard, they will do more than - 
is yet credited. | 


fo VIII The neutraline ſalts all 
cool very much, obtund and car- 
ry off acrid ſeroſities, promote uni- 
verſal laxity and dejection, and fo 
bring ſweat and ſtools : but they 
do this with ſome ſpecifick diffe- 
rence, as zitrum or ſal prunel. is 
fo penetrating, and without any 
contraction, that it holds its col- 
liquative principle till it comes to 
the very lungs, pleura and kid- 
neys, therefore cautiouſly to be 
meddled with in fimple fevers, and 
when there is bloody urine in the 
confluent ſmall-pox. Tar. vitriol. 
cools, and relaxes the bowels, but. 


not without its contrary quality of 
con- 
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contraction. Sal ab ſiuthii and ſucc. 


{tmon. cool, and, from a fixt ſul- 
phur yet left in the wormwood, 
corroborate a little, at leaſt its ſalt 


is not ſo penetrating and colliqua- 


tive, and the acid is contracting; al 


ammoni ac. ſhould be the leaſt colli- 


quative of all the neutrals, being a 
volatile, animal falt, neutralized 
with the grateful acid of common 
ſalt; but I have not tryd it e- 
nough to fay what it does. Others, 
that are of leſs note, may be gueſs d 
at by theſe. They all lower the 
pulſe, quiet and cauſe reſt. But 


a jumble of alkalies and acids fixt 


and volatile together, and mine- 
ral, animal, and vegetable, very 
ſeldom does well in ſimple fevers; 
at leaſt no man can tell, with any 
certainty, what will be their ef⸗ 
fe&: thus bezoar. mineral. and 
fat corn. cervi; ſpir. ſal. volatilis 


oleof. and aqua theriacalis, in a

IX. Sal . is a Wied acid 
ſalt, us'd I think for its ſingularity's. 
ſake, we having no other volatile, 
acid falts in the ſhops ; it ſeems 
pois d pretty equally with its vola- 
tile ſtimulator, and acid cooler, ſo 
that it leaves the pulſe in equili- 
brio; but, if any thing, it rather 
ſomewhat raiſes the pulſe; its vo- 
latile ſalt being very little alkali- 

ous, and our manner of preparing 
it, ſuffering its grateful acid to 
cryſtalize with it, makes it become 
a very pleaſant falt to the ſtomach 
and nerves, but does no wonders 
m fevers. 


X. Sal cornu ſerv is a violent, 
volatile alkaly, rarifies the blood, 
increaſes thirſt, raiſes the pulſe im- 

| me- 
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mediately, and has a vehement ſti- 
mulus, encreaſing all inflammato- 
ry ſymptoms, | 


XI. Aromaticks heat, quicken 
the pulſe, increaſe its force, cauſe 
thirſt, c. and ſeem to have ſome- 
thing of ſpecifick virtue adapted to 
particular parts, as wormwood to 
the ſtomach, parſly to the kidneys, 
ſaffron to the heart, lavender to 
the head, Cc. 


XII. Fœtid gums do the ſame 
exactly as the oily aromaticks, but 
have acrid poignant ſalts conjoin d, 

and fo more forcibly raiſe, ſtimu- 
late, and. promote ſecretions; the 
aromatick oils are in that degree 
of force we call ſweet, the gums in 
ſo much greater degree, we ſay 
they ſtink. One among the reſt is 


very ſingular, and worthy obſerva- 


tion, which is the ammoniacum ; 
M 2 the 
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the oil of this gum, which is but 

little, is not aromatick but inodo- 
rous, and ſo is not ſo heating and 
rarifying as the others are; but it 
has the ſame acrid ſalts: therefore 
this gum may be us d in fevers 
with turgid blood, and in the ſtrong 
Habits, having ſo excellent a ſti- 
mulus without the power of rari- 
faction. Of this ſort among plants 
are the viſcus and dracontium, a- 
mong roots arum and ſcillæ, and 
moſt of the vegetable emeticks. 


XIII. Spirituous liquors of the 
ſulphurous ſort, as ſpirits of wine, 
ſuddenly dry, heat and hurry the 
blood and ſpirits, criſp the fibres, 
and by conſequence do prevent all 
| ſecretions; and ſo are tobe carefully 
us d, and in none but the low fe- 
vers, and then near the criſis: but 
the ſaline acid ſpirits, as vinegar, 
is not to be contemn d in fevers of 
the 
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the high ſort, Right wine vine 
gar, or cyder vingar, or Verjuice, 
when they are diſtilld and join d 
with the aromaticks, would I think 
ſubſtitute the deſcrib d i inctura fe- 


 brif. pretty well, upon neceſſity. 


XIV. Teſtaceous powders are 
very prejudicial in a fever; theſe 
abſorb the natural moiſture of the 
body, which now principally wants 
diluting; they change all acid juices, 
or the ferment of the ſtomach, 


into a neutral clogging viſcidity, 


drying and criſping the internal 
coat of the œſophagus, ſtomach 
and inteſtines, inſtead of waſhing: 
and cooling, to allay their inflam- 
mation, and thin their mucus; and, 
what is worſt of all, theſe things 
tend to prevent all the natural diſ- 


charges by ſweat, ſtool or urine: 


ſo that either in the ſtrong or weak 
conſtitutions they ſeem to be ut- 
terly 
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terly improper in continual fevers. 
In children's worm-tever, c. they 
may be ſerviceable; but even there 
ſteel has about twelve times the 
force : however, as they abſorb 
moiſture, and change acidity, they 
are wanted in moſt chronical diſ- 
tempers of children, and not ſo dif- 
terent from the other products of 
nature, but that they have their 
* uſe.
